Dr. Eugene R. Roelofs of the In ­ 
stitute for Fisheries Research, has 
completed a five-year study 
of 
sports and game fishing conditions 
in Little Bay de Nor which re­ 
veals that there i- little justifica­ 
tion tor further restricting com­ 
mercial fishing in that area. 
The

Roelofs is titled “ A review oi com­ 
mercial fishing in Little Bay cit* 
Noc,. with comments on its rela­ 
tion to spoil fishing.” 
The study 
and report is the result of a rec­ 
ommendation to the Michigan De­ 
partment ct Conservation by lo­ 
cal sport and commercial fisher­ 
men that a survey be conducted to 
determine if the number of game 
fish in the bay wore decreasing, 
and if so what is the cause.

was made at a 
hearing held in

At that time a bill had been in­ 
troduced in the legislature by Rep.
